The New York Evening Post states that with the possible 


exception of the Russo-Turkish conflict of 1877-78, every 
war of considerable dimensions in which one or more Euro- 
pean nations have been involved has .brought forward its sur- 
prise.- Prussia's easy victory, over Austria jn 1866 came as a 
shock to Europe. In 1870 France went gayly forward to com- 
plete and disastrous defeat. .Bulgaria's smashing campaign 
against Servia in 1885 was a revelation.
